"Old Peabody Pew" 
Fairhaven Victorian Holiday Play 

On July 7, 1916, Kate Douglas Wiggin, the Victo- 
rian author, set her pen to writing a dramatization of her 
1905 book titled The Old Peabody Pew. She had received a 
letter from a church group in Buenos Aires, Argentina 
who had turned her very popular book, about a New 
England church, into a "church play." Ms. Wiggin was 
greatly impressed by this news and decided that she, 
herself, would write a dramatization. On July 12, 1916 it 
was finished and she set about casting her production and 
presented it for the first time on August 16, 1916. 

Her notes, in her diary, about this performance 
read: "Cloudless, Heavenly — church crammed and 
many unable to get seats. Great enthusiasm." 

Now in the year 2001, this same play will be 
presented on Friday evening, December 7 at 7:00 pm in 
the sanctuary of the First Congregational Church at 34

custodian's responsibility. The inspection for this report 
was in 1999 (this was the first time the board had been 
presented with the information) with a note from the 
engineer stating that "no significant change (of the bridge) 
condition since last rating" which had taken place in 1988. 
Noting the significance of this, Selectman Denham said: "I 
don't think we're in imminent danger of collapse." 
However, the board will seek the advice of a Structural 
Engineer to assess the bridge, and possibly a by-pass plan. 
The board plans to budget funds to repair the bridge into 
the town's existing road maintenance schedule. 

• Received notification of a Conservation Com- 
mission (ConCom) hearing to review a Wetlands Notice of 
Intent for the installation of sanitary sewer pipes in the 
Crescent Beach and Pico Beach areas of town. This 
hearing will take place on Monday, November 26 at 7:00 
pm at the Town Hall. 

• The Office of Environmental Affairs notified 
towns throughout the Commonwealth that a project to 
record and map shellfish aquaculture sites will resume. 

• The Division of Marine Fisheries notified the 
board that from November 1 through April 30 Leisure 
Shores Marina will be open to the taking of shellfish. 

Selectman Denham wished to express his regrets 
on the passing of Bill Morgan, former Water /Sewer 
Superintendent of Mattapoisett. Mr. Morgan was instru- 
mental in mapping the water system in town, and is 
responsible for training his successor and current Water/ 
Sewer Superintendent, William Nicholson. "He was an 
all-around great guy, and will surely be missed," Select- 
man Denham said.

to begin the process of renegotiating our contract," 
Selectman Bryant said. "It's up for renewal in about two 
and a half years ... following this (hearing), we'll need to 
put together a (cable) committee to review the contract." 

"I served on the (previous) Cable Advisory 
Committee (and) ... the process took about two years," 
Selectman Winters said. "Towards the end we were given 
the name of a consultant to use, and it was a big help. 
These people are more familiar with the packages and 
options available. I would certainly recommend the 
(committee) seek another consultant out." 

According to Ms. Enroth- Whitlock, the town's 
current contract with AT&T Broadband expires June 18, 
2004. But Selectman Winters noted they can begin the 
renegotiating process now and sign a new contract before 
that date if both parties come to an agreement. "I think 
from the town's standpoint, one issue is going to be the 
FM service which was taken away after the (current) 
contract was negotiated," Selectman Winters said. "I've 
heard from a number of people that getting the FM 
frequency was something they'd really like to have 
(back)." 

Selectman Winters noted the town could not 
negotiate channel options or price in the contract renewal 
process, but virtually everything else was "on the table." 

According to Ms. O'Keefe, AT&T's cable system 
in the Marion area was rebuilt in 1996 to allow them to 
carry up to 200 channels of signal — both video and 
audio. They have provided free cable service to town 
buildings and schools and also high-speed internet 
service for municipal buildings. Looking over the past 
contract term, AT&T Broadband has essentially met the 
criteria established by the Massachusetts Department of 
Telecommunications and Energy (DTE) for granting 
contract renewal. 

"It's essentially very difficult, if not impossible, to

not renew a contract with a cable provider unless there 
has been an egregious lack of service," Selectman Winters 
said. 

When asked for public comment on AT&T's 
service in Marion, resident Tyler Blethen questioned why 
the company pre-bills customers. Ms. O'Keefe explained 
that cable is a subscription service, not a public utility, 
which allows them to bill in advance for service provided. 
Resident Horace "Hod" Kenney simply noted that with 
little option for competitive alternatives to AT&T, it 
sounded like a "monopoly" to him. 

The board closed the hearing, noting they will 
form a Cable Advisory Committee in the near future and 
they hope to receive a proposal from AT&T Broadband to

Rochester Selectmen's Meeting 

November 5, 2001

A regular meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen was called to order on Monday, November 5 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Richard Cutler. Also present were 
Selectman Naida Parker, Selectman Patricia Ryan, and 
Town Administrator James Huntoon. 

There being no minutes to approve this week, the 
board first met with Susan Adams and members of the 
town's Greenways Committee to discuss their plans to 
acquire seedling trees via grants from both the National 
Tree Trust and the Massachusetts Releaf program to plant 
in the town center as a means to beautify the area. Accord- 
ing to Ms. Adams, the committee has selected some 
preliminary sites to plant the trees. "Some of the trees will 
be planted on town property," Ms. Adams said, "But most 
of these trees are going to be about 20 feet back from the 
road ... we'll have to talk to some private owners before 
planting them." 

The committee is now seeking input from resi- 
dents and groups regarding their initial recommendations 
for tree-planting locations. The committee is leaning 
toward four or five species of trees ranging in size — all of 
which will depend upon their location and issues such as 
visibility and safety concerns. They hope to begin plant- 
ing the seedlings in the spring of 2002. 

"We'll be getting about 100 seedlings to plant on 
town property," Ms. Adams said. "We're going to need 
input from town residents." 

Ms. Adams also informed the board that they are 
seeking out a Department of Environmental Management 
(DEM) grant to cover the costs of maintaining the trees 
after they have been acquired and planted — this money 
will be used to cover Highway Department expenses for 
the upkeep of these public plantings. 

"We're here to get your endorsement so we can 
move forward," Ms. Adams said. With that, the board

"Primarily, residents should know to call 911 (if 
something happens) and they'll contact the appropriate 
department," Selectman Ryan said. "We just need to be 
sure there is a protocol in place, that there is a procedure 
to be followed." 

Mr. Ciaburri noted that the state and federal Civil 
Defense policies and procedures have been clearly 
defined for such large-scale emergencies. He concurred it 
was good to be ready for such events, but that Rochester 
was essentially "out of the danger area." 

In regards to the recent threat of anthrax spores 
via mail, Police Chief Przybylek said his department has 
received about five calls and all police cruisers are 
equipped with a small kit to do preliminary testing of 
suspicious mail items. "That seems to have worked well," 
Chief Przybylek said. 

"All of the protocols and procedures are out in 
plain view and everyone is required to be ready to 
implement them," added Chief Communications Dis- 
patcher Kathy O'Brien. 

"The Fire Department is undergoing Suspicious 
Envelope Evaluation Procedures (SEEP) training," Fire 
Chief Scott Ashworth said. "There isn't a set standard — it 
varies from community to community. In some places, the 
Fire Department handles it, in others: the Police Depart- 
ment." 

The only suggested change in the town's ap- 
proach was made by Mr. Ciaburri, who said he thought 
reviving the Local Emergency Planning Committee 
(LEPC) to meet with various public safety officials from 
time to time was in order. This would be a good forum in 
which the departments could communicate with each 
other about potential threats or emergency situations. 

At 7:45 pm the board met solely with Police Chief 
Przybylek regarding his recent recommendation to 
appoint a full-time patrol officer to replace the late Louis 
Ouellette. Chief Przybylek recommended three top 
candidates for consideration: Edward Dwyer, who 
currently is a Reserve Officer with the Rochester Police 
Department; and Sean Crook and Gary Turgess, both of 
whom work with other area Police Departments. Al- 
though Mr. Dwyer was the chief's first choice, he is not a 
graduate of the full-time Police Academy and would have 
to complete this training upon appointment, which would 
require the town to pay additional overtime to cover his 
time at the academy. Selectman Ryan did a rough calcula- 
tion of that projected cost, based on what Officer Ouellette 
was paid, and said it would cost about $22,900 to cover 
the overtime wages while Mr. Dwyer was in training.

"I personally cannot support that expense," 
Selectman Ryan said. "Based on everything you've said, 
I'd recommend we appoint Mr. Crook to the full-time 
position." 

Selectman Parker agreed: "As much as I like Mr. 
Dwyer, the economics just don't support (his) appoint- 
ment." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
appoint Mr. Crook to the full-time patrol officer position, 
effective November 19 and contingent upon passing all 
physical and medical requirements. 

Under the Town Administrator's report for the 
week, Mr. Huntoon noted that he contacted the town's 
insurance carrier — Massachusetts Interlocal Insurance 
Agency (MIIA) — regarding the use of the Memorial 
School gym for sporting events which are not town- 
sponsored. MIIA stressed that only "town-sponsored" 
events are covered under their insurance policy. Having 
passed this information along to Craig Parker, one of the 
residents hoping to coordinate volleyball sessions at the 
school, Mr. Parker said it was "unreasonable" to have to

cover fees totaling some $5,000 plus insurance expenses in 
order to sponsor sporting events for local kids. 

"(The Rochester School Committee) has set up a 
policy and rate structure which amounts to about $200 
per night, plus additional insurance," Mr. Huntoon said. 
"It's really up to the School Committee." 

The board, however, discussed that the new 
school facility policy does allow use for "town-spon- 
sored" events. They suggested asking the organizers of 
the sporting events to meet with them on November 19 to 
see if some arrangement could be made. "I'm really not 
opposed to the concept either way," Chairman Cutler 
said. "There's really not anything more the Board of 
Selectmen can do."

To the Editor: 

I am writing this as a private citizen and not as a 
member of the Mattapoisett Board of Health (BOH). Because the 
Board of Health is by-passed in the permit process, it would be 
improper for me to act in an official capacity, but as a private 
citizen I can express my views. 

I am sure that everyone knows my feelings concerning 
The Regatta and the serious flooding the storm water runoff will 
cause if this structure is built at the proposed site, but I have 
thought of a few other problems this will cause. 

Mr. Lanagan is not doing this for the citizens of 
Mattapoisett, low income, 55 years or older, his family or 
anyone. He is building The Regatta to make money — pure and 
simple. 

Mr. Lanagan is raping the Town of Mattapoisett by 
asking the town to buy a ladder fire truck to reach at least 50 feet 
to the top of the building, by having to increase the services the 
town provides such as schools, police, fire, and highway 
departments. Then he is dumping all of the runoff into the Town 
Beach Brook, which is inadequate to take care of the additional 
water. 

Chapter 40B is holding the Town of Mattapoisett 
hostage. Mr. Lanagan is asking to build this structure on a lot 
which is much too small for the size of the building. If his plans 
had to go before all of the town boards, it would not be allowed 
as it is proposed — but Chapter 40B by-passes the other boards, 
which are the checks and balances in town government. This lot 
was unbuildable until sewage was put in, but this alone would 
not allow him to build whatever he wants in the name of 
making money and not providing the town any relief. 

Keep in mind that the right of way for the sewer

easement is just that — a right of way — not a future access road 
to relieve the traffic congestion that is going to happen. At a past 
Annual Town Meeting it was voted that this remain an access 
road. If he wishes to do this, then this will require a Town 
Meeting vote. In the meantime, this access road will remain just 
as it is — not paved, but natural, and not an access road to 
Church Street. 

I urge everyone to inform the Conservation Commis- 
sion and the Board of Appeals to vote NO for the sake of 
Mattapoisett and all of the residents that will be impacted. If the 
state should override this decision, then there should be some 
sort of recourse in the Courts because of all the evidence against 
this building. It is just a shame that the Town of Mattapoisett can 
be taken by this. 

Just look what has to happen: (1) purchasing a fire 
department ladder truck; (2) correcting the Town Beach Brook; 
(3) impacting on town services, not only schools, police and fire 
but having EMTs and Registered Nurses to take care of the 
residents; (4) impacting on our sewage disposal at the treatment 
facility in Fairhaven, which the Town of Mattapoisett had 
bought for the individual homes to be tied into. 

If Mr. Lanagan wants The Regatta built, then let him 
purchase the ladder truck, deepen and widen the Town Beach

PET PAIN 

My dog has been limping for the past three weeks. He 
will run after squirrels but otherwise limps. He never 
cries and is eating normally. He acts a bit depressed 
except when there are squirrels to chase or we go in 
the car. My brother says that he is in pain but since he 
doesn't cry I disagree. Who is right? 
Your brother. If you sprain your ankle, do you 
cry for a few weeks until it feels better? Dogs and 
cats may cry out when initially injured but after- 
ward will respond just as we do. They will at- 
tempt to keep weight off a painful leg by limping 
and may become subdued in an attempt to con- 
trol their discomfort. If your dog has been limp- 
ing for 3 weeks and is not improving, take him to 
see your veterinarian to find out what is wrong.

WakingLife. With the voices/likenesses of Wiley Wiggins, 
Ethan Hawke, Julie Delpy, and others. Directed by 
Richard Linklater. Animation by Bob Sabiston. Running 
time: 99 minutes. MPAA rating: R. At select theaters. 

After a large and fortunately forgettable misstep (1998's The 
Newton Boys), Richard Linklater is back in fine form — maybe the 
finest yet. Waking Life, his inquisitive and phantasmagoric new 
movie, is linked with his 1991 debut Slacker in that it takes the 
viewer on an adventure of ideas and words. What's new here is 
the pulsating look of the film; Linklater shot the movie live- 
action, on digital video, and then handed it to animator Bob 
Sabiston, whose shifting tones and textures give the actors the 
appearance of (mostly) benevolent ghosts of the mind. 

Read simply, the plot would seem to concern an unnamed 
young man (played by Wiley Wiggins, who was Linklater's 
surrogate in the director's 1993 nostalgia trip Dazed and Confused) 
who isn't sure whether he's dreaming or not. He moves from 
place to place, from person to person, and hears a wide variety of 
concepts mostly having to do with being and perception. Some of 
the talk is sort of academic and dry; other talk strikes you as the 
kind of enthusiastic gush you overhear at coffeehouses. (Sabiston's 
visual commentary sometimes prankishly works against the 
philosophizing — your eye is drawn to a little figure in the 
background and you lose the thread of what the speaker is saying, 
which in one or two cases may be for the best. It may be intentional, 
or it may not.) 

It's significant that the people in Waking Life aren't just 
talking aboutbanal, externalized topics, though, because Linklater 
means us to see them all as people who live in their own heads. 
It's debatable whether they're all just living in the main character's 
head — forgotten voices from different places inhis brain, unlocked 
by REM sleep. Linklater, whose specialty is drama in miniature 
(Before Sunrise, his romantic comedy from 1995, featured only two 
people), may have pulled off his most audacious stunt yet: 
despite the many characters, it could be argued that there is only 
one character here — Richard Linklater. The movie can be taken 




and enjoyed as his dream, his invitation to us to climb into his head 
for 99 minutes and see what's happening in there. 

Which is as good a definition of art as any. The experiment is 
successful; leaving the theater, you may wish for a light switch to 
flick on and off (one character cites the act as a foolproof way to 
tell if you're dreaming or not), and at certain points during the 
movie you may — if you're like me, anyway — get that scary but 
exhilarating floating sensation you sometimes get during lengthy 
philosophical chats, as if you'd just left your physical self for a 
moment and connected with some mass shared consciousness. 
Forgive me; the movie inspires such daffy thoughts, and many 
more. Linklater bombards you with other people's answers, 
hoping that they'll dislodge some of your own or strengthen 
them; Waking Life, if nothing else, is a heroic act of intellectual love 
married to the greatest eye candy in years. 

Would we want a steady diet of movies that look and sound 
like this? Of course not; part of what makes this experience so 
noteworthy is its rarity, and I'd rather see this movie inspire other 
directors to make comparably adventurous films than to make 
copies of it. (Linklater, who has never really had a mainstream hit, 
has escaped the horror of wannabe Dazed and Confused or Before 
Sunrise ripoffs.) A true independent film that uses current 
animation techniques to their utmost, Waking Life is off in its own 
world, off in its own head; but Linklater, unlike other artists who 
arrogantly don't care whether you connect with their work, cares 
less about whether you connect with his movie than about 
whether the movie leads you to connect with the world. Or at least 
to connect with your dreams. By movie's end, you might ask what 
the difference is.
